CULTON’S TESTIMONY MAY 


LOCATE GOEBEL’S SLAYER 


Sensational Evidence Yester- 
day from Auditor’s Clerk. 


LOOKS DARK FOR YOUTSEY 


Clerk Said To Have Borrowed a Win- 
chester on Day of Murder 


HE SAID GOEBEL WOULD BE KILLED 


The Statement on the Stand Yester- 
day Is the Most Startling De- 
livered Yet in Trial of the 
Accomplices to the 
Crime. — 


Frankfort, Ky., May 2.—W. H. Culton, 
the clerk of Auditor of State Sweeney, 
who is under indictment as accessory to 

murder of Governor Goebel, went on 

witness stand fn his own behalf on 

hearing of the motion for ball in 
his case this afternoon and gave highly 
sensational testimony. 

Culton’s testimony followed after the 
motions for bail in the cases of Powers, 
Davis, Youtsey, Whittaker and Combs had 
been overruled. They offered no evidence 
in support of their motion for bail. Judge 
Cantrill held that as the indictments 
charge a capital offense, the defendants 
were not entitled to bail. 

An order was entered transferring the 
prosecutions against them to Georgetown 
for trial on a change of venue. 

Culton was placed on the stand !n his 
as the first witness in his 
hearing for bail. Upon direct examination 
by his counsel he said he had never con- 
spired with any of the defendants or 
any one else to kill Governor Goebel. He 
did not know Gun Golden and only knew 
Whittaker since the assassination. 

“IT had nothing to do with the shoot- 
ing of Mr. Goebel,” he 3a‘'d, “and had no 
knowledge that ke was to be killed. I 
was as much shocked at the news of the 
shooting as any one in Frankfort. I made 
no resistance to arrest.”’ 

Colonel Campbell cross-examined Culton. 
The substance of his testimony wus as 
follows: 

Denies All Knowledge. 

“T had talks with FPowers and Taylor 
about bringing rnen to Frankfort. Taylor 
wanted witnesses from Jackscn county 
before the canvassing board. He sald get 
about twenty-five. I had alnother talk 
with Powers, Cecil, Davidson, Howard and 
I don’t recall any other confer-

ences.”’ 

The defense objected to the witness tell- 
ing what Powers and others said. Ob- 
jection overruled. Culton said: 

‘Powers did not tell the men who came 
with me that democratic legislators were 
to be killed by raising a row in the senate, 
and I never heard it discussed. When 
Berry's contest was to be voted on, I 
heard it discussed that he was to retain 
his seat even if votel out. I hgard noth- 
ing said about a plan to kill anybody.”’ 

Culton said W. R. Johnson wanted to 
borrow his (Culton’s) pistol. He added: 

“Henry Youtsey told me that Goe- 
bel would be killed. I told him that 
it must not be done. I told Governor 
Bradley what Youtsey saii and Brad- 
ley said: 

‘(My God, this must not be done.’ 

“Youtsey afterwards said there 


was nothing in it.” 


Witness said on the day after the as- 
gassination he was with Jim Howard in 
the statehouse yard. Howard called his 
attention to a plece of paper posted in a 
window. 

“Well, what of that?” I asked. 

“Oh. vou have sense enough to under- 
stand, haven’t you?” was Howard’s re- 
Py. 

He saiq Howard then took out of his 
pockets some rifle bullets and also someé 


forty-five pisto] cartridges. Howard sald: 
“Don’t ask any more foo] questions.”’ 
Henry Youtsey, after the assassination, 
asked the witness where he was on the 
day of the murder. “I told him,” sald 
Culton, ‘“‘that I was up in the house 
labby. 

‘“‘Youtsey asked me how it would 
do for him to say he was there with 
me. I told Youtsey I was afraid he 
was going to get intotrouble. I also 
told him that Grant Roberts wanted 
to seejhim. Roberts had missed his 


rifle and told me that he believed | 
I told Youtsey that | 


Youtsey had it. 
he had better see Roberts.” 

The witness told of another conversa- 
tion with Youtsey, who came with Bur- 
ton, of Breckinridge county. 

‘“Youtsey said he had the greatest 
scheme yet; that Goebel would be 
shot from the secretary of state’s 
office and nobody would ever know 
who did it.” 


Witness denied that he had a conversa- 
tion with Miss Sallie Jackson in which ho 
made statements damaging to himself. 

“At a meeting in Powers's office,” he 
sald, “TY presided, and the question of pro- 
viding boarding places for contest wit- 


nesses was discussed. B. B. Burton pull- | 


| 


ed out a handfu] of cartridges and sald: | 


‘A few of these turned loose in the proper 
piace would soon settle this contest.’ 

“Caleb Powers said if any such talk 
as that was to be indulged in he would 
leave the meeting.” 

Culton will testify again tomorrow. 
Powers, Davis, Whittaker, Youtsey and 
Combs will be summoned to Georgetown 
next Monday. The Scott county term he- 
gins there that day, but it is. probable 
that the court will call a special] term for 
the trial of these cases. It is generally 
belfeved that a special term will be fixed 
for July. ' 

At the conclusion of court today ex- 
Governor Brown called attention to the 
fact that Wharton Golden, who is under 
indictment, is not under arrest, while the 
others are in jail. Commonwealth’s At- 
torney Franklin stated that on his recom- 
mendation no such warrant had been is- 
sued against Golden, who turned ‘state's 
evidence and: has been promised im- 
munity. 


NO REPORT FROM GENERAL OTIS 


Heroic Courage of Garrison at Catu- 


big Excites Praise. 

Washington, May 2.—General Otis has 
so far not reported to the war depart- 
ment the casualties sustained by the 
American garrison at Catubig. The offli- 
cilals believe that he is holding back the 
news with the object of supplying with 
it the names of the victims of the siege. 

The loss reported in killed is the most 
severe suffered by the American forces 
since the beginning of the insurrection, 
but even so, the officials at the war de- 
partment could not but express their 
admiration for the heroic endurance and 
courage displayed by the little garrison. 

The department is not informed as to 
the composition of this particular garri- 
son, having only a rough statement from 
the commanding general of the dispost- 
tion of each regiment among certain 
islands, without particulars of the loca- 
tion of each company. 

The officers at the department who 
have seen service in the Philippines are 
not surprised at the fact that an officer 
with eight soldiers was able tc raise the 
siege. They say that the Filipinus were 
probably dismayed at the extent of the 
punishment inflicted upon them by the 
garrison before the yelieving party came 
near, and then they ‘cupposed it ws but 
the advance guard of 2 fornidable force 
and ran Off. 


LONG JUMP FOR NOTORIETY. 


Albert Bryan, an Englishman, Leaps 
from Brooklyn Bridge. 

New York, May 2.—Albert N. Bryan, an 
Englishman, twenty-two years old, jump- 
ed from Brooklyn bridge today, holding 
an umbrella to break the fall and bladders 
to keep him afloat. He is a prisoner in 
Hudson street hospital tonight and his 
con€@ition is precarious. 

The jumper had counted upon the um- 
brella to serve as a parachute, but it 
did not work. He also expected the blad- 
ders to keep him afloat, but these burst 
when he struck the water. Bryan’s idea 
was that the notoriety to be gained would 
be profitable financially. 


AMERICAN FORCES AT CATUBIG 
SLAUGHTERED BY FILIPINOS 


Manila, May 2.—The American 
garrison at Catubig, Island of Samar, 
consisting of thirty men belonging 
to the Forty-third regiment, has been 
attacked by rebels. Twenty of the 
Americans were killed. The remain- 
der were rescued. 

The Americans were quartered in 
the Catubig church, which the ene- 
my, numbering several hundred men, 
Surrounded and fiercely attacked. 
The Americans fought for two days 
and then the rebels managed to ig- 
hite the roof of the church, and it 
burned away and finally fell upon 
these inside the edifice. The walls 
temained intact, however, and were 
Used as a shelter by the besieged 
Americans for three days longer, the 
‘Nemy attacking the building on all 
sides at once. 

The Americans continued firing 
from the windows and doors of the

Washington, May 2.—Secretary Long to- 
day after a conference with the president 
made public the correspondence which 
has taken place between the navy depart- 
ment and Captain Chadwick respecting 
the published interview in,which the cap- 
tain is reported as severely reflecting 
upon Rear Admiral Schley.

He de- 
scribed the wounds in detail and told of 
the effect that each bullet probably had 
on the man who was shot. He identified 
the pistol which might have caused the 
wounds.

BODIES ARE UNRECOGNIZABLE 


Utah Town Is a Place of Despair and 
Mourning, 


HEROIC EFFORTS OF THE WORKMEN 


Up to Noon Yesterday 149 Bodies 
Had Been Brought Out of the 
Two Mines—Miners Bitter 
the Coal 

Company. 


Against 


Scofield, Utah. May 2—Tonight’s esti- 
mate of the number of killed in the terrt- 
ble mine explosion here yesterday is 259 
but the total death list will probably yet 
reach 300. Relief work is still in progress. 
being conducted by shifts of men. The 
shift now in the mine has fifty bodies 
ready to bring out and the number of 
corpses yet to be reached is still uncer- 
tain. 

Arriving trains constantly bring tn rel- 
atives of the victims from outside points 
and the coal company has designated a 
committee to carry the dead to Salt Lake, 
On account of 
the gas No. 4 mine has been abandoned 
as a means of rescue and bodies are ar- 
riving at the mouth of No. 1 mine by the 
carload. Ferrish level has been cleared of 
dead and all are burned and unrecogniza- 
ble. 

Every house in the little town of Sco- 
field is a house of mourning. The awful 
scene of yesterday gave place today to 
the calm of despair. When the removal of 
the bodies from the mine began hundreds 
of men volunteered their services for the 
purpose. The rescuers came from other 
mines and towns surrounding and worked 
incessantly to bring out the burned and 
mangled remains of the dead miners. The 
bodies were taken to the company build- 
ings as soon as they were brought out of 
the mine and were there dressed and laid 
out preparatory to the identification by

Desperate Rescue Work. 

Many of the rescuers came near losing 
their lives from the fatal after damp, 
but the work was continued In the face 
of all danger, and most of the brave fel- 
lows remained at their posts until they 
were almost ready to dro pfrom physical 


exhaustion and the deadly effects of the 


poisonous fumes. 

John Kirton was the first man brought 
to the surface. He wae still alive, but pre- 
sented a terrible sight. His scalp was 
burned to a cinder and his face was al- 
most unrecognizable. 

In his horrible pain he cried out to his 
comapnions begging them to end his mis- 
ery by taking his life. 

It was 2:30 o’clock this morning when 
Superintendent Sharp sent his valaint 
workers to their beds and was himself 
the last to leave. When exhaustive work 
ceased at the mine 137 dead had been re- 
covered. Fifty of these were laid in a 
row in the little meeting house of the . 
Latter Day Saints, while others were 
stretched out in the improvised morgue, 
just as they were found in the mine.

Clark’s Case To Come Up. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, then gavo 
notice that tomorrow he would move to 
proceed to the consideration of the resol- 
lution declaring Mr. Clark, of Montana, 
not to be entitled to his seat in the ren- 
ate.

PPERTERS MAY STRIKE 


Charles A. Colller Made Arbitrator In, 
Stone Cutters’ Troubles, 


GRANITE CUTTERS EXPECT NONE 


New Pants Factory To Be Establish-;| 
ed Here Within Ten Days and 
Will Employ All Strik- 

Ing’) Garment 
Makers. 


‘ An organized effort Is being made by 
four labor unions in Atlanta to get their 
wages increased an@ their hours of labor 
reduced, These unions are the Soft Stone 
Cutters, the Granite Cutters, the Car- 
penters and the Garment Workers, All 
of them with the exception of the car- 
penters are out on strike until their de- 
mands are granted. The members of the 
striking bodies say they simply desire a 
share in the prosperity of the country and 
that their demands are not extortionate 
or unreasonable. 

All of the members of the local branch 
of the Soft Stone Cutters’ union, compris- 
ing about forty workmen, are out on 
strike. The strike was ordered from 
Washington last Tuesday, and all of the 
men went out, 

They ask for an eight-hour work day 
and 4% cents per hour for their labor. 
Their employers offered to compromises 
ana grant the eight-hour work day, but 
refused to pay-more than $5 cents an hour 
wages. 

The stone cutters €emurred at this and 
at a meeting held in Federation hall yes- 
terday at noon decided to esubmit the 
question to arbitration, and proposed 
President Charles A, Collier, of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, as arbitrator. This 
plan was quickly agreed to by the con- 
tractors by. whom the stone cutters aré 
employed. 

All the facts in the matter will be sub- 
mitted to Mr. Collier and his decision will 
be final, There was not the slightest 
hitch or question about Mr, Collier’s fit- 
ness for the position of sole arbitrator. 
The stone.cutters knew him as a man who 
has always had the most friendly and 
pleasant relations with the large number 
of men he has had in his employ at va- 
rious times on public enterprises. The 
contractors know him as a fair-minded 
conservative business man, It is thought 
likely that he will split the difference 
between the contending parties and fix 
the wages to be paid at 3/% cents per 
hour. 

Granite Cutters Out. 
The granite cutters went out Tuesday 


with the soft stone cutters on orders i1s- 


sued from the headquarters of the union 
at Baltimora All of the granite cutters 
employed in the quarried at Redan, Li- 
thonia. Stone Mountain and Atlanta are 
out and the quarries are idle. 

They want an eight-hour day and a 
sliding scale of wages. The maximum 
wage to be 37 cents per hour. The men 
who have gone out do not believe they 
will have any trouble in securing their 
demands, and it is probable that work 
will be resumed in a few days, as soon 


as the quarry men have signed the new 


agreement asked for by the granite cut- 


ters, 
The carpenters, who were to have gone 


out on May ist with the stone and granite 
cutters, have postponed action until June 
Ist. If their demands are not granted 
by that time the 1,0 carpenters in the 
city will go on strike. The strike was 
staved off for thirty days because of 
Pending negotiations with the principal 
contractors in the city. 

The carpenters are now receiving twen- 
ty cents per hour and working ten hours 
per day, They ask for 25 cents per hour 
and an eight-hour work day. Whether 
they will be forced to go on a strike to 
secure their demands cannot be deter- 
Mined at present. 

Trouble between the garment, makers 
and their employers has been brewing for 
several days, but a strike was not ordered 
until last night. Official sanction was 
given by the national secretary of the 
Garment Workers’ union at Baltimore. 

The trouble began in the pants factory 
of McClelland & Griggs, They refused ab- 
Solutely to treat with the jlabor people, 
and a committee was appointed from the 
local Federation of Trades to ask that the 
girls employed in the factory be left alone 
until the trouble could be arranged, 


Garment Workers Quit. 


It is said that the manager of-the fac- 
tory then called a meeting of the girls 
employed by him and asked all who pro- 
dosed standing by the union to stand up. 
Right of the girls stood. They were 
forthwith discharged. 

The union label has been taken away 
from the factory and the fifty garment 
makers in the local union ordered on

In making his report of the fact that 
Patrolman Shepard had talked with citi- 
gens, Sergeant Abbott stated that the 
patrolman had conversed for thirtcen 
minutes. The patrolman announced that 
he had held a conversation lasting only 
about three minutes. It was because of 
this difference of opinion that the affair 
leading to the second suspension of the 
patrolman occurred. 

The report of Sergeant Abbott, which is 
now in the hands of Chief Manly. was 
made to Captain Ball, of the morning 
watch. The sergeant states that he met 
Patrolman Shepard last Monday when 
they were both off .duty. The sergeant 
says that the patrolman remarked. that 
they were not on duty and announced 
that he would call the sergeant ‘‘John,”’ 
his given name. 

From the report of Sergeant Abbott it 
appears that Patrolman Shepard stated 
that when the sergeant had said the pa- 
trolman had talked for thirteen minutes 
the sergeant had stated something that 
was no true. Sergeant Abbott replied 
that he did not care to have any trouble 
with Patrolman Shepard, and the latter 
said he did not want to do as Bates had 
done and curse Sergeant Abbo@ but that 
he wanted satisfaction. Patrolman Shep- 
ard then stated, according to the report, 
that as good blood flowed in his veins as 
any man could boast of. At this juncture 
Sergeant Abbott boarded a car, in order, 
he says in his report, to avoid a diflicuity 
and to prevent Patrolman Shepard from 
creating a ‘‘sensation’’ on the streets. 

Sergeant Abbott charged Patrolman 
Shepard with conduct unbecoming an offl- 
cer, basing this on the allegation that 
the patrolman called him “John’’ instead 
of “Sergeant Abbott,’’ and the second al- 
legation that the patrolman had sought 
a personal difficulty. 

Several. friends of Patrolman 
announced last night that the entire mat- 
ter was the result of personal ill feeling 
between the two policemen. ,Patrolman 
Shepard refused to talk yestefday after- 
noon. When asked about the matter, he 
said: 

“T prefer not saying anything for the 
present, as I do not care to criticize a 
superior officer or give the impression 
that the discipline of the department is 
not good.’’ 

Patrolman Shepard has been a member 
of the police force since 1891, and was 
for a long time known as the “king of 
Rusty Row,” because of the rigid disci- 
pline he enforced among the frequenters 
of Decatur street, when his beat was in 
that portion of the cTty.

Condemned Macon Ccunty Man Will 
Not Hang.

UP FOR LIFE. 


HE GOES 


There Was Some Decubt Whether or 
Not Hall Fired the Fatal 
Shot. 


The life of Joe Hall, the Macon county 
man who was under sentence to die on 
the gallows at noon today, has been 
saved by Governer Candler, who yester- 
day, following the Tecommendation of 
the pardon board, commuted the sentence 
of the condemned man to life tmprison- 
ment. A strong plea wag made for Hall’s 
life before the pardon board jast week 
and the argument of the man’s counsel 
was backed up by a petition signed by 
eleven members of the jury that convict- 
e7 him, a majority of the grand jury of 
Mecon county and the entire bar of the 
county. 

Hel has been saved from the gallows 
by reason of the doubt as to who fired 
the shot that ended the life of the Macon 
county negro. The evidence shows that 
a number of shots were fired and the 
prosecution failed to show beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that Hall was the guilty 
party. 

The following order issued from the ex- 
ecutive department gives the grounds 
upon which the sentence was commuted 
to ‘ife imprisonment: 

State of Georgia, Executive Office, Atlanta, 
May 2 1900. 

In re Joe Hall—Application for 
clemency. 

The defendant was convicted at the Novem- 
ber term, i899, of the superior court of 
this county for the offense of murder and 
sentenced ‘‘to be hanged.’’ 

The prison commission recommends a com- 
mutation to “life imprisonment’’ for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

“The evidence on material points was con- 
flicting, especially as to who fired the fatal 
shot, it appearing that other persons be- 
sides the defendant were engaged in promis-

cuous shooting in a crowded room, and while 
the evidence demanded a verdict of guiits 
it did not necessarily demand the 
of the death penalty. These views 
firmed by

WHEAT GAINED FRACTION 


Corn Closed Unchanged and Oats a 
Fraction Improved—Provisions 
Suffered a Sharp Break. 


Chicago, May 2.—The wheat market was dull 
but firm, helped by higher Liverpool cables 
and a bullish feeling among traders, closing 
*@%c to \%@%ec improved. Corn closed un- 
changed and oats % to%ec improved. Provis- 
ions suffered a sharp break, closing I7%c to 
47%ec lower. 

Considerations presented at the beginning of 
the session in the wheat pit were the strength 
of Liverpool, dry weather in the central area 
and frosts in sections of the west and south- 
west following rain in Nebraska and Kansas. 
The Liverpool atvance was encouraging. It in- 
dicated an appreciation of the general bullish- 
ness of the situation as viewed from an Amerl- 
can standpoint. They appeared to have con- 
cluded, as has the bull party in Chicago, that 
Argentine shipments had passed their weekly 
maximum, and that with only that country 
and America to depend upon for seven-eighths 
of their wheat till next September there was 
danger in lowering their bids below the pres- 
ent level.

energetic young woman, has adopted as 
her profession that of a leader or teacher 
ef co-operative housekeeping. Harper's 
Bazaar gives the story of her enterprise 
as follows: 

“Co-operative housekeeping has always 
had charms for the housekeeper bitten 


with social ideals or bothered with refrac-

Her 
idea calis for an apartment house on the 
ysual plan, except that each set of rooms 
shall be minus the customary kitchen. 
At the top of the house there will be one 
large kitchen in charge of a caterer. A 
corps of waiters will serve meals in the 


private dining room of each flat. The 
housekeeper, instead of going out to or- 
der her daily supplies of raw food for 
family consumption, will go to the flat 


commissary’s office and order the neces- 
sary quantities of cooked food. Under thls 


plan housekeeping will still retain all its 
old responsibility and the household all 
its customary privacy. Much of the 
drvrdgery will be eliminated, however, as 
well as the dust of kitchen ranges and 


the permeating odors of cooking food. The 
plan ought to commend itself on the score 


of economy, too. The cook or general 
house worker. now a necessary adjunct 
to the family, may be dispensed with. 


“Whether Miss Mann’s project turns out 
asuccess or not, it is likely some sort of 
co-operative kitchen wii take the place of 
the pr system in the near future, 
for the flat dweller at least. Cooking ts 
one of the thoroughly belated trades. Most 
of the others moved out of the home a 
long time ago. Spinning, Weaving, shoe 
making were all home trades once. It is 
comparatively few years since all good 
housewives made their own soap. Nowa- 


days only the extreme backwoods nows 
anything but factory cleansers. ees 
and preserving are pretty well out of 
date, too, in the face of the Superior and 
cheaper articles from the canning fac- 
tory. Even home-made bread and cake 
are becoming unknown in the cities, where

the trust bakeshops supply a supertor 
article. It seems quite in the natural or- 
der, therefore, that cooking generally 


should cease to be a household trade. The
